ity has evolved a soldiers’ bonus bill 
on which it apparently intends to 
stand pat. 

Despite some _ criticism of the 
measure in and out of Congress, 
Chairman Fordney ané@ his co-work- 
ers believe it will encounter only 
comparatively feeble opposition § in 
the House unless there is an unex- 


pected reaction among the great ma- 
jority of members who have been in- 
sistent that some sort of bonus leg- 
islation be enacted at this session. 

Republican leaders disclosed to- 
day that they were considering a 
plan to put the bonus bill through 
the House under a suspension of 
the rules which would shut out 
amendments of any kind and limit 
debate to 40 minutes. 

Under this plan a two-thirds vote 
would be mecessary to pass the 
measure, but leaders believe on the 
basis of present sentiment among 
members that this majority could 
be obtained with votes to spare. 

Monday, March 20, will be the 
mext Rules Suspension day. 

The army appropriation bill will 
be taken up before the bonus meas- 
ure, it was said, probably next Tues- 
day. This probably would mean 
that in any event the bonus bill 
would be put over until the week 
following. 

Just what will happen to the bill 
in the Senate appears at this time 
problematical. There the measure 
will be open to amendment and 
miso to unlimited debate, and it is 
regarded as more than probable that 
it will be subjected to change in 
some important particulars. Since 
President Harding advised the 
House Committee to pay the bonus 
with a sales tax of postpone the 
legislation, it is expected that sales 
tax proponents in the Senate will 
renew their fight. 


Framers Fairly Confident. 


Among House members generally 
there was more discussion today as 
to how the President viewed the bill 
than there was about its probable 
fate after it left the House. Framers 
of the measure appeared to be fairly 
confident that it would not meet 
with the executive’s disapproval be- 
cause it removed what they said was 
the fundamental objection to the 
cash bonus plan—an immediate 
drain on the Federal) Treasury. 

Some opponents of the measure in 
the House predicted that the pil! 
would be unsatisfactory to both 
country and the service men. They 
eontended that it would not enable 
the men to get as much cash in 

ree years as they would have _ re- 

ved under the original cash plan, 
and that the proposed advances by 
the banks, if made, would inflate 
credits to the extent of half a billion 
or more dollars over the period of 
the bank loans, thus increasing liv- 
ing costs. 

Proponents of the bank loan plan 
argued that through this provision |

Time for Action Not Fixed. 

The time of the calling up of the 
bill in the House will not be definite- 
ly fixed until Chairman Fordney re- 
turns to Washington from a trip to 
the Middle West on which he start- 
ed yesterday after introducing the 
measure in the House.

1S FREED OF CHARGES 


Police Body, However, Does Not 
Exonerate Patrolman Accused 
of False Reporting. 


Charges of unbecoming conduct 
and making a false report lodged 
against Patrolman James Brosgnahas 
of the Magnolia Avenue Distriet were 
distnissed. by the Police Board yeae 
terday, although he was not exoner 
ated.

He buys the doll, ostensibly for ‘his 
daughter, Helena, aged 12, and is 
rather relieved that she is not pre- 
possessed by it, as thus it becomes 
his own property without onus. He’ 
perches the doll upon the overman- 
tle of the fireplace in bis dining 
room, an austere room, where the 
Oriental charm of the doll gave him 
a covert satisfaction. He named it 
from mistily recollected reading, 
“Cytherea,” after the mysterious god- 
dess of love. But this was a vague 
feeling to him. He did not know 
what he meant by it. This is. not 
strange, for Mr. Hergesheimer allows 
no active cerebration to any charac- 
ter in the book. Each one is a sex 
puppet endowed with only the mini- 
mum of intelligence for a personal 
appearance agd activity in his social 
class. 

The key note of the book Is voiced 
by Mina taff, a hard-working 
weary-eyed, beautiful movie actress 
of “subdued magic.” ‘“‘There are two 
kinds of women, courtesans and 
mothers,”’ observes the sapient Mina. 
“IT am an artist, and no one has yet 
discovered what that she adds, 
with incredible ‘‘naivete.” Event- 
ually, Mina captivates Morris Peyton, 
a square-chinned Princeton man of 
30, and the husband of Lee Ran- 
s niece, a vivid young woman of 
up-to-the-minute freedom of 
women, but of very good heart and 
intentions. She has a nice little 
child, Ira, aged 4, who is kept hap- 
Ppily out of the muck of the book. 
And Helena and Gregory, the chil- 
dren of Lee Randon, are also shown 
in a pretty good-night scene in their 
very sanitary bedroom, for Lee Ran- 
don’s is an excellently kept home— 
a modern model of efficiency. Fan- 
Lee's wife, some 10 years his 
is drawn with meticulous 
clearness. Her sparkling eyes, her 
scanty hair, and the character of 
her lingerie are all dwelt upon to 
show us her virtue, her common- 
placeness and her limitations.
